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An  Endowment  Fund  for  Aurora  College 


No  school  such  as  the  Advent  Christian  people  are  endeavor- 
ing to  conduct  can  be  properly  maintained  without  a  permanent 
endowment  fund.  Several  years  ago,  a  few  friends  of  the  school 
started  an  endowment  which  reached  about  $5,000.00.  This  has 
been  a  help,  but  it  is  entirely  too  small.  Schools  of  our  class 
usually  have  an  endowment  of  $200,000.00  or  more. 

Evidently  the  Lord  is  moving  upon  the  hearts  of  our  people 
to  consider  this  matter,  for  recently  two  letters  reached  us  from 
different  parts  of  the  country.  One  letter  was  from  a  true  friend  of 
our  school,  Nathan  Morse  of  Ohio,  from  which  we  quote  as  follows 

"I  know  something  about  what  the  expense  of  running  a 
college  is  as  compared  with  the  income  from  tuition,  and  for  some 
days  have  been  thinking  along  the  line  of  endowment,  and  had 
decided  to  say  to  you  that  if  the  Lord  would  continue  His  mercy 
and  blessing  in  the  year  to  come  as  in  the  past,  I  will  give  $1,000 
towards  an  endowment  of  $50,000.00,  if  you  will  raise  that  amount 
between  this  and  January  1st,  1914.  Of  course,  if  you  make  it 
$100,000.00  so  much  the  better." 

The  second  letter  was  from  another  tried  friend  of  our  school, 
Brother  L.  Q.  Bradney  of  Missouri.  The  following  taken  from  his 
letter  will  be  read  with  interest: 

"Do  you  think  it  possible  that  one  hundred  could  be  found  to 
subscribe  $1,000.00  each  and  pay  the  interest,  say  6  or  7  per  cent 
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annually  and  the  whole  sum  in  say  from  five  to  ten  years  ?  It 
seems  to  me  this  ought  to  be  done,  and  if  possible  a  very  nice  en- 
dowment could  be  raised  in  this  way.  Perhaps  from  this  idea 
you  may  be  able  to  evolve  a  practical  plan  that  will  help." 

Believing  that  these  letters  indicated  that  the  time  had  pos- 
sibly arrived  for  increasing  our  endowment,  we  immediately  wrote 
to  several  friends  of  our  school.  From  one  of  these  friends  an 
answer  promptly  came  which  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the  friends 
of  our  school.     Brother  Charles  Eckhart  writes  as  follows: 

"In  reply  to  your  letter  would  say  that  I  am  very  glad  that 
you  have  taken  up  the  matter  of  a  permanent  endowment  fund, 
and  I  do  not  think  that  you  ought  to  attempt  to  raise  less  than 
One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars.  I  have  the  faith  to  believe  that 
you  can  raise  that  amount  ....  I  believe  that  our  people  are  well 
able  to  furnish  the  money  and  from  what  I  know  about  the  situa- 
tion I  am  confident  that  you  cannot  carry  on  the  work  at  Aurora 
College  unless  you  have  an  income  of  at  least  Six  Thousand  Dol- 
lars anually  from  an  endownent  fund  ....  I  am  enclosing  you  my 
pledge  for  Ten  Thousand  Dollars." 

APPROVED  BY  THE  BOARD 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  our  Educational  Board,  it  was  unan- 
imously voted  to  present  this  matter  of  a  permanent  endowment 
fund  to  our  people.  It  is  not  the  intention  to  push  this  proposition 
in  such  a  way  as  to  interfere  with  any  line  of  our  regular  activ- 
ities, but  it  is  believed  that  this  movement  can  be  conducted  on 
such  a  basis  as  to  raise  our  endowment  to  at  least  $50,000.00  and 
thus  secure  the  $1,000.00  offered  by  Brother  Morse  of  Ohio.  We 
can  have  until  July  1,  1914  to  accomplish  this  task. 

FAVORED  BY  PROMINENT  PASTORS 

"I  am  rejoiced  to  hear  the  good  news  of  an  interest  being  aroused 
among  our  people  along  the  line  of  a  Permanent  Endowment  Fund. 
It  surely  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  The  only  proper  thing  to 
do  is  to  put  our  College  on  a  safe  financial  basis.  And  now  is  the 
opportune  time,  I  believe,  to  do  it  Our  people  can  see  the  actual 
need  of  an  endowment  because  of  the  constantly  increasing  deficit  of 
current  expenses.  Let  us  strike  now  while  the  iron  is  hot  and  ac- 
complish this  much  needed  object.  I  am  profoundly  impressed  with 
the  leading  of  the  Almighty  God  in  our  entire  College  movement.  I 
believe  our  Heavenly  Father  has  heard  and  is  hearing,  and  graciously 
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answering  the  many  thousands  of  earnest  prayers  which  have  ascended 
from  the  lips  and  hearts  of  his  children  scattered  over  this  country. 
Praise  his  holy  name  !  Let  us  keep  on  praying.  I  heartily  indorse 
this  permanent  endowment  proposition.  It  is  just  what  we  ought  to 
have  and  must  have  to  place  our  College  in  a  self-sustaining  position. 
Then  we  could  turn  our  efforts  and  means  into  the  great  mission 
channels." — E.  B.  Arnold,  Pastor,  Magnolia,  Wisconsin. 

"As  to  the  College  Endowment,  I  surely  think  that  it  is  a  very 
important  movement  and  the  sooner  it  is  gotten  under  way  the  better 
it  will  be  for  our  school.  As  I  told  you  before,  you  can  count  on  me 
first,  last  and  all  the  time  for  the  college  and  its  best  interests.  I  be- 
lieve that  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  $100,000.00.  ' — 
Simpson  Clark,  Pastor,  Burr  Oak,   Iowa. 

UI  watched  with  great  interest  and  satisfaction  the  movement  to 
secure  suitable  college  buildings.  And  what  we  have  now  is  a  great 
credit  to  the  denomination;  but  I  do  not  believe  that  the  college  will 
ever  be  run  successfully,  nor  accomplish  what  we  desire  of  it,  unless  it 
can  be  endowed;  and  I  most  heartily  approve  of  the  plan  to  secure  an 
endowment  of  at  least  $50,000.00.  Go  after  it  and  I  pledge  my  sup- 
port towards  making  the  effort  as  successful  as  was  the  former  en- 
deavor to  secure  college  buildings."

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HOW  TO  GIVE 

As  for  the  money  it  need  not  be  paid  now,  but  pledges  can  be 
made  and  interest  at  5  or  6  per  cent  annually  can  be  paid  on  the 
amount  pledged.    The  pledge  form  on  page  7  has  been  adopted. 

Some  persons  will  want  to  give  to  this  fund  by  bequest. 
One  brother  has  willed  to  the  college  the  sum  of  $4000.00.  This 
money  will  not  be  paid  until  the  death  of  the  donor.  He  has  ar- 
ranged to  pay  5  per  cent  interest  annually  on  this  until  the  money 
comes  into  the  possession  of  the  college.  In  this  way  the  col- 
lege secures  the  immediate  benefit  from  the  bequest.  Others 
could  do  likewise  and  each  person  state  the  rate  of  interest  that 
he  would  be  willing  to  pay.  This  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
give  to  our  endowment. 

Already  quite  a  number  have  signed  pledges.  Some  do  not 
intend  to  pay  them  for  five  years,  or  more,  but  they  will  pay  the 
interest  annually  and  thus  the  pledge  is  just  as  much  of  a  help  in 
the  operating  expenses  of  the  school  as  if  the  whole  pledge  were 
paid  at  once.  We  believe  that  the  Lord  is  with  us  in  our  educa- 
tional work  and  that  enough  friends  will  be  raised  up  to  place  our 
school  upon  a  permanent  basis  so  that  the  work  may  not  only  be 
continued  but  enlarged  and  pushed  aggressively,  even  unto  the 
appearing  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

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AURORA  COLLEGE  ON  BED-ROCK 

[On  January  9,  1893,  Mendota  Seminary  began  its  work  at 
Mendota,  Illinois.  In  August,  189J,  the  work  of  the  school  enlarged 
and  the  name  was  changed  to  Mendota  College.  On  April  3,  1912, 
the  school  was  moved  into  the  new  buildings  at  Aurora  and  the  nime 
was  changed  to  Aurora  College.  On  January  9,  1V14,  the  college 
was  twenty-one  years  old.  On  that  date  its  twenty-first  birthday  was 
observed  with  appropriate  exercises,  forenoon,  afternoon  and  evening. 
At  the  evening  exercises  Mr.  Frederick  Earl  Warman  of  the  senior 
class  delivered  an  oration  which  we  publish  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin.] 

It  is  twenty-one  years  ago 
to-day  since  the  last  stone  in  the 
foundation  of  this  educational 
institution  was  laid.  Beneath 
that  stone  are  other  stones  which 
extend  down  to  bed-rock.  Up- 
on that  memorable  day,  too,  was 
begun  the  construction  of  the 
edifice  proper.  That  edifice  is 
not  yet  completed.  We  are 
building  an  institution  of  learn- 
ing. We  know  that  even  though 
the  foundation  be  firm,  yet  if 
the  superstructure  be  weak,  we 
must  fear  the  storms;  we  know, 
also,  that  if  the  superstructure 
Frederick  earl  warman  be  strong  and  the  foundation  un- 

stable every  flury  must  cause  us  anxiety.      I  come  to  you  at  this    time 
with  the  declaration  that  this  structure  which  you  have  seen  in  process 
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of  erection  for  twenty-one  years    has   been    established    on    bed-rock. 
Aurora  College  is  on  bed-rock,  educationally,  morally  and  religiously. 

The  foundation  was  laid  and  this  institution  is  being  built  ac- 
cording to  plans  and  specifications  recorded  in  the  book  which  we 
call  the  Bible.  These  plans  were  formed  and  the  specifications  were 
determined,  according  to  certain  principles  and  truths  that  are 
more  stable  than  the  immovable  hills.  We  need  have  no  fears,  if  we 
follow  the  plans.  For  ages  the  Bible — our  book  of  specifications — 
has  been  exposed  to  the  disintegrating  power  of  the  elements,  yet  it 
has  not  even  been  marred.  The  dark  clouds  of  Paganism  were  not 
opaque  enough  to  obscure  the  brilliancy  of  its  principles.  The  dash- 
ing waves  of  infidelity  have  not  been  strong  enough  to  toppel  over  its 
giant  towers  of  truth.  All  the  sediment  carried  by  the  overwhelming 
flood  of  ignorance  and  superstition  has  not  been  sufficient  to  cover  up 
its  grand  and  glorious  promises. 

The  Bible  has  stood  the  test  of  the  centuries,  and  any  institu- 
tion established  and  developed  according  to  the  principles  laid  down 
in  this  Book  of  all  books,  will  also  endure  the  test.  Such  structures  are 
on  bed-rock,  an  1  will  stand  the  storms,  no  matter  how  low  the 
dark  clouds  may  hover,  nor  how  fiercely  the  lightnings  may  flash;  no 
matter  how  violent  the  winds  may  become,  nor  how  high  the  boister- 
ous waves  may  roll;  no  matter  if  the  earth  quake  and  reel  to  and  fro 
and  the  surging  billows  completely  envelop  it.  If  we  have  followed 
the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  Divine  Architect,  our  institution, 
Gibralter-like,  will  be  standing  when  the  storm-clouds  have  cleared 
away. 

Have  we  followed  those  plans  and  specifications?  Are  we 
determined  to  stay  by  them  in  the  days  before  us?  If  so,  our  future 
is  assured.  Those  plans  and  specifications  have  been  followed  in  the 
past,  and  now  if  we  as  an  institution  by  the  help  of  the  Infinite  One 
will  continue  the  work  according  to  those  plans,  our  future  is  secure, 
though  there  may  be  some  who  expect  the  thunderbolts  of  111  Fate  to 
accomplish  their  destructive  work. 

Aurora  College  is  on  Bed-Rock  Educationally 

True  science  and  the  Bible  agree.  The  works  of  God  and  the 
Word  of  God  corroborate  each  other.  True  science  acknowledges  a 
Creator,  an  Intelligence  which  is  above  and  beyond  any  intelligence  of 
man.  True  science  acknowleges  that  the  finite  cannot  comprehend 
and  explain  all  the  workings  of  the  Infinite.     Some  systems  of  educa-

tion  have  undertaken  the  task  of  devising,  by  the  exercise  of  the  hu- 
man reason  alone,  an  explanation  that  will  account  for  the  origin  and 
the  existence  of  our  world;  an  explanation  that  will  account  for  the 
changes  which  appear  to  take  place  all  around  and  about  us.  They 
tell  us  there  is  no  God;  that  all  the  granduer  which  the  eye  of  man  is 
permitted  to  behold  is  the  result  of  chance;  the  result  of  an  evolution- 
ary process  with  nothing  to  start  the  evolving.  To  this,  in  the  great 
harp  of  nature,  there  is  no  responsive  chord;  no  string  vibrates  in  har- 
mony. But  a  melody  sweet  as  the  song  of  the  stars  is  wafted  heaven- 
ward, and  all  the  instruments  of  Aurora  College  vibrate  in  unison, 
when  the  musician  strikes  that  other  note,  uIn  the  beginning  God." 
We  of  Aurora  College  believe  that  design,  order  and  adaptation  prove 
the  agency  of  intelligence,  and  that  this  intelligence  must  of  necessity 
have  been  in  existence  prior  to  the  design.  We  believe  that  the  earth 
and  its  productions  everywhere  abound  with  instances  of  design,  order 
and  adaptation;  therefore,  we  believe  that  the  earth  and  its  productions 
are  the  work  of  an  intelligent  Being,  and  that  this  intelligent  Being  of 
necessity  must  have  been  in  existence  prior  to  the  design. 

Other  theories  tell  us  there  is  a  God  who  started  the  world 
and  then  withdrew  and  left  it  a  closed  system  of  cause  and  effect,  an- 
tecedent and  consequent,  which  admits  of  no  break  or  change  in  the 
natural  process.  To  the  adherents  of  this  theory  all  nature  and  his- 
tory are  a  product  of  forces  within  that  are  in  process  of  development. 
They  tell  us  there  has  not  been,  and  could  not  be,  any  direct  action  of 
God  upon  man;  there  can  be  no  break  in  the  chain  of  cause  and  effect, 
of  antecedent  and  consequent.  Hence,  there  can  be  no  miracle  or  any- 
thing of  what  is  known  as  the  supernatural.  All  the  order  that  con- 
fronts a  man  in  the  visible  universe  is  the  result  of  a  natural  process 
of  develpment  without  the  help  of  any  external  force.  No  such  thing 
as  revelation;  no  such  thing  as  wisdom  coming  from  a  higher  source 
than  that  of  the  finite  mind  of  man. 

To  This,  Does  Aurora  College  Agree  ?    Never. 

We  believe  that  "In  the  beginning  God  created  the  heavens 
and  the  earth."  We  believe  that  sometime  after  the  heavens  and  the 
earth  were  created  that  "God  made  the  beast  of  the  field  after  his 
kind,  the  cattle  after  their  kind,  and  everything  that  creepeth  upon  the 
earth  after  his  kind."  We  believe  that  ''God  created  man  in  his  own 
image,  in  the  image  of  God  created  he  him;  male  and  female  created 
he  them."  We  believe  that  man  was  made  in  the  beginning,  that  he 
has  always  been  man,  and  that  he  will  continue  to  be  a   man    as    long 
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as  the  ceaseless  ages  roll.  We  can  see  how  it  is  possible  for  there  to 
be  evolution  in  the  sense  of  the  development  of  a  species,  but  we  can- 
not see  how  it  is  possible,  according  to  the  present  order  of  things,  for 
one  species  to  evolve  into  another.  Our  imaginations  are  great,  but 
not  enough  to  see  a  man  in  looking  at  a  monkey.  The  principles 
dominating  the  educational  system  of  Aurora  College  coincide  with 
the  principles  of  revelation.  Aurora  College  is  on  bed-rock  educa- 
tionally. 

Aurora  College  is  on  Bed -Rock  Morally 

A  very  large  majority  of  her  students  have,  as  the  guiding 
principles  of  their  lives,  the  principles  of  morals  and  ethics  laid  down 
by  Jesus  the  Christ,  the  greatest  teacher  of  ethics  this  world  has  ever 
known.  Our  college  atmosphere  is  so  permeated  by  the  spirit  of  the 
ethical  teachings  of  Christ  that  it  is  easy  here  for  the  young  man  and 
young  woman  to  follow  the  pathway  of  rectitude.  In  this  path  there 
is  plenty  of  company,  while  those  who  are  prone  to  take  the  other  way 
find  themselves  almost  alone.  Friends!  Four  years,  just  at  this  period  in 
the  young  person's  life,  spent  under  the  influence  of  right  are  of  untold 
value  to  the  boy  and  the  girl  themselves,  to  the  father  and  the  mother, 
and  to  society  as  a  whole.  Oh,  that  the  atmosphere  of  every  educa- 
tional institution  in  our  land  were  so  permeated! 

The  time  was  in  our  country  when  it  was  so;  when  it  was  the 
custom  for  the  instruction  imparted  to  the  youth  to  be  grounded  upon 
the  Scriptures  as  the  oracles  of  God.  The  Bible  was  taught  in  the 
Schools;  and  no  teacher  could  be  found  in  our  schools  and  colleges 
who  did  not  hold  and  teach  that  the  Bible  was  the  great  medium 
through  which  truth  was  transmitted  to  us  from  its  eternal  Source. 
Our  universities  were  counted  among  our  national  bulwarks:  and  they 
were  established  upon  the  Bible  as  the  great  foundation  stone.  The 
Word  of  the  living  God  became  so  instilled  into  the  minds  of  the 
young  that  its  principles  were  the  predominating  factors  in  the  social 
structure.  In  public  life  no  one  was  regarded  as  fit  to  hold  a  respon- 
sible position  who  was  not  a  professed  follower  of  Christ. 

But  now,  at  some  schools,  the  custom  has  changed,  and  so 
swiftly  and  cunningly  has  this  change  come  about  that  we  can  scarcely 
realize  what  has  happened.  The  Bible  has  been  eliminated  from  our 
public  schools.  Some  universities  have  discarded  its  teachings  and 
have  repudiated  its  claims  to  divine  authorship.  We  are  told,  "That 
within  a  single  generation  the  framework  of  our  educational  system 
has  been  so  changed  that  the  language  which  once  expressed  the  abid- 
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ing  convictions  of  our  ancestors  now  sounds  as  strange  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  our  great  universities  as  the  language  of  a  different  race  of 
men,  uttering  the  formulas  of  some  outlandish  savage  religion."  What 
is  the  result?  Many  college  boys  and  girls  are  growing  into  manhood 
and  womanhood  without  the  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles 
that  should  shape  the  destiny  of  society. 

At  Aurora  College  the  aim  is  that  the  Word  of  the  living  God 
shall  become  so  instilled  into  the  minds  of  all  that  the  principles 
therein  contained  shall  be  the  controlling  elements  in  influencing  the 
daily  conduct  of  every  student.  And  that  everyone  shall  have  worked 
into  the  very  fiber  of  his  being  that  greatest  of  all  social  laws,  that 
"whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them."  In  addition  to  this  it  is  the  desire  that  everyone  here  shall 
come  to  know  and  adore  the  One  who  is  and  was  and  ever  shall  be. 
Though  they  may  never  have  in  the  past  looked  heavenward  with 
thankful  hearts,  yet  while  here  it  is  desired  that  they  shall  learn  to 
raise  their  voices  in  thanksgiving  and  praise  unto  the  One  from  whom 
cometh  every  good  and  perfect  gift;  the  One  with  whom  is  no  variable- 
ness neither  shadow  of  turning.  That  here  they  may  come  to  realize 
for  themselves  that  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  ever  over  the  righteous, 
and  his  ears  are  always  open  unto  their  prayers. 

Aurora  College  is  on  Bed-Rock  Religiously 

The  God  who  lived  in  Daniel's  time  is  our  God.  The  Christ 
who  triumphed  over  death  and  now  has  the  keys  to  every  grave  is  our 
Christ.  The  Bible  from  Genesis  to  Revelation  and  from  Revelation 
to  Genesis  is  our  Bible.  The  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints  is  the 
faith  that  grips  us  still.  The  hope,  which  as  an  anchor  to  the  soul  is 
both  sure  and  steadfast,  is  our  hope  to-day.  The  abiding  convictions 
of  our  forefathers  are  our  convictions  still,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
some  great  educators  declare  the  Bible  to  be  the  work  of  superstitious 
priests  who  lived  at  a  much  later  date  than  their  writings  claim.  Our 
convictions  are  firm  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  declare  the  accounts 
of  the  Creation,  the  Fall,  the  Flood,  and  the  stories  of  Abraham,  Lot, 
Isaac,  Jacob,  Joseph  and  Moses  to  be  nothing  but  forgeries;  and  that 
the  books  of  Jonah  and  Daniel  are  nothing  more  than  allegorical  and 
imaginary,  unverifiable  and  mythical  tales.  Our  convictions  are  firm 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  destructive  critics  tell  us  that  "Jesus  knew 
perfectly  well  that  Moses  did  not  write  the  Pentateuch,  but  allowed  his 
disciples  to  believe  it,  and  taught  them  so  merely  because  he  did  not 
want  to  overthrow  their  simple  faith;"  "or  else"  they  say,    "that    Jesus 
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imagined  like  any  other  Jew  of  his  day,  that  Moses  did  write  the 
books  that  bear  his  nime,  and  believe,  with  the  childlike  Jewish  faith 
of  the  times,  the  literal  inspiration  of  the  Old  Testament." 

To  us  the  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ  is  proof  sufficient.  He 
emphatically  affirmed  the  historic  veracity  of  the  whole  of  the  Old 
Testament — the  collection  of  books  being  the  same  in  His  time  as  it 
is  to-day.  He  claimed  "The  Bible  to  be  a  revelation  from  God,  a 
miraculous  or  supernatural  book,  recording  the  numerous,  direct  acts 
of  God  in  nature  and  history,  and  His  interference  with  the  natural 
course  of  events."  Friends  !  one  glance  at  the  plans  and  specifications 
by  which  Aurora  College  was  established,  proves  to  us  that  the  work 
on  this  structure  has  not  been,  and  is  not  now  being  carried  on 
in  accordance  with  the  modem  destructive  critic's  idea  of  architecture. 
Aurora  College  is  on  bed-rock  educationally,  morally,  and  religiously. 

Now.  an  institution  with  a  stable  foundation  and  a  strong 
completed  edifice  will  weather  the  gales;  an  institution  with  a  stable 
foundation  and  a  weak,  uncompleted  structure  is  not  secure.  Aurora 
College  is  on  a  strong  and  stable  foundation,  the  edifice  thus  far  has 
been  constructed  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  Di- 
vine Architect,  and  it  is  the  determination  of  the  builders,  as  rapidly 
as  the  reception  of  the  material  will  permit,  to  continue  the  work  ac- 
cording to  those  plans.  The  building  of  an  educational  institution 
cannot  be  accomplished  without  means  and  material — money  and  stu- 
dents. In  our  country,  we  have  enough  means  and  we  have  enough 
material  to  build  a  structure  that  will  stand  the  storms  as  long  as  time 
shall  last.  What  is  needed  is  work,  united  effort,  in  getting  the 
means  and  the  material  into  the  structure.  "Many  hands  make  light 
work."  "In  union  there  is  strength."  "A  house  divided  against 
itself  cannot  stand."  If  you  will  not  help  build,  please  do  not  tear 
down  what  others  have  done.  Can  it  be  that  some  would  see  the 
whole  structure  razed  to  the  ground  just  because  some  small  item  in 
the  plans  has  noc  been  interpreted  according  to  their  own  peculiar 
ideas  of  architecture? 

Friends  !  We  have  a  great  opportunity  of  carrying  forward 
toward  completion  an  institution  from  which  radiates  those  principles 
given  to  us  by  Jesus  the  Christ.  An  institution  where  young  men  and 
young  women  build  characters  that  stand  the  test  of  time.  An  in- 
stitution whose  influence  is  felt,  not  only  within  the  bounds  of  our 
own  country,  but  beyond  the  seas,  and  thus  aids  in  brightening  some 
of  the  darkest  recesses    of    the    known   world.       An    institution    from 
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whose  towering  heights  goes  forth  in  clarion-like  tones  the  revealed 
message  of  judgment,  the  message  of  "Behold  he  cometh  with  clouds; 
and  every  eye  shall  see  him,  and  they  also  which  pierced  him;  and  all 
the  kindreds  of  the  earth  shall  wail  because  of  him." 

Shall  we  not  then  with  united  effort  carry  on  this  work  ? 
Shall  we  not  make  our  college  prosper, — this,  the  only  institution  of 
its  class  which  stands  for  the  truths  dear  to  us  as  a  people?  Who  is 
there  whose  loyalty  and  love  of  truth  are  so  meager  that  he  would 
fain  refuse  to  help?

If 
wrong  to  help  put  her  right.  If  right  to  help  keep  her  right."  Then 
we  will  be  able  to  turn  our  faces  westward  and  see  rising  above  the 
horizon,  the  star  of  better  days,  days  in  which  every  phase  of  our  work 
shall  be  united;  days  in  which 

Man  to  man  shall  brother  be, 
All  working  together  in  harmony. 

God  gram  that  it  may  soon  be  so;  that  ere  many  more  times 
the  sun  in  his  course  shall  have  crossed  the  summit  of  our  zenith,  that 
loyalty  and  love  shall  be  our  portion.  Cannot  we  who  know  some- 
thing of  the  value  of  this  institution  to  us  as  individuals,  be  more  in- 
s:rumental  in  helping  others  to  realize  what  its  value  may  be  to  them? 
Can  we  not  be  more  zealojs  in  helping  others  to  appreciate  its  worth 
to  us  as  a  people?  Will  you  not  then,  each  of  you,  now  resolve  that 
you  will  help  make  the  past  accomplishments  of  Aurora  College  but  a 
foretaste  of  what  shall  be  her  accomplishments  in  the  future?  God 
grant  that  our  Alma  Mater  shall  always  stand  for  the  highest  and  he 
best;  and  that  our  zeal  for  her,  and  our  loyalty  to  her  shall  never 
wane.
